The Confraternity of Christian Dodrine wos founded over four cen- 
turies ago, in order to gather lay people around their prieats in the work 
of teaching the Word of God. It is theofficial lay organiiationof the 
Church through which the laity collaborate with their bishop ond priests 
in bringing Christ ond His teachings lo liiose ngl ir Catholic schools and 
to those who are not of the Faith. 

In the twentieth century, pope St. Pius X gov© the Confroternity its 
greatest Impetus, decreeing that it be established in every parish 
ihroughout the world before oil other pari&h organizations. Since he 
obove all others re-kindled in the laity the divine spark to be apostles, 
upon his elevalion to sainthood, he was declared the heavenly potron 
oflheCCD. 

In 1941 Samuel Cardinal Stritch established the CCD in the Arch- 
diocese of Chicago. Its chieHabors have been the religious education 
of public eiementar'y ond high school boys and gifl*, days of recollection 
tor public high school youth, religious training of retarded children, and 
convert work. Since 1957, concerted effort on the diocesan level has been 
made to enlist the laity in the work of conducting Parish hiigh Schools 
of Religion. 

Ascension of Our Lord organized its Parish High School of religion, 
and begort its first full-year course of religious instruction In September 
ot i960. During the post few years, the Ascension Parish High School 
of Religion has hod phenomenal siKcess in bringing religious instruction 
to young people of the parish attending public high schoais, Mjch of this 
success has been due to the priests and people of the parish working 
together as a team. 

The staff that runs the school is made up of porishioners wKowork 
along with the priest appointed as parish director of the Confraternity 
of Christian Doctrine. The school staff is composed of three chief sections: 
Home Visitors, Teachers, and Helpers, each of whom perform a vital 
and necessary f^Jnc^ion in the implementglion of this very worthwhile 
program.
